$279,200.94. 

For  Land  Scrip. — 232  cer- 
tificates to  the  amount  of  55,- 
260  acres. 

The  report  goes  on  to  say  : 
In  addition  to  these*  there  re- 
mains the  large  settlement  of 
Ilair-nrt:eds  at  Lac  la  Biche 


claims  to  all  the  Half- Breeds 
who  havf  not  already  done  so. 
The  number  at  Lac  la  Biche 
is  .so  large  that  it  will,  in  our 
opinion,  be  advisable  to  r<'- 
C(  ive  and  dispose  of  the  claims 
there  upon  the  spot.

If  they  were  tusT  and  hon- 
est claims  they  should  have 
been  settled  long  before. 

The  Government  rannot 
say  they  were  not  warned,  for 
petition  :ifter  petition  was  sent 
them,  only  to  be  pigeonholed. 
They  were  warned  on  the 
floor  of  Parliament,  but  took 
no  action,  and  it  was  only 
when  tired  and  maddened  by 
years  of  waiting  the  Half- 
Breeds  rebelled  and  the  first 
battle  was  fought  that  the 
Government  gave  them  their 
just  rights.
